EXPLORER, STATESMAN, SOLDIER. 


B iographical Sketch o f H is R e­ 
m arkable Career—H is Early 
V isit to California.

New Y ork, July 13ih.—General John 
Charles Freiuont, tirst candidate of the 
Republican party for President, died at the 
home of his adopted daughter, the wife of 
Colonel H. M. Porter, at 49 West Twenty- 
fifth street, at 3:40 o’clock this afternoon. 
His death was due to inflammation of the 
bowels. There were present at the bed­ 
side at his demise his son Lieutenant J. C. 
Fremont of the navy and his physician. 
Dr. Win. J. Morton. 
His sickness was of a comparatively brief 
duration, and dated in its first stages from 
the excessive heat of last Tuesday. The 
following day (Wednesday) he experienced 
some pain, and Thursday was worse, but 
did not comniain. Matters assumed so 
much worse a turn on Friday that he sent 
for a physician. The doctor advised the 
sick man to take a saii and get a little fresh 
air. While he was out ou the water he 
got a bad chill. Friday night he sent for 
Dr. Morton again. 
On the following morning (Saturday) the 
disease developed enongh to ehow its true 
character (peritonitis), but even then the 
case was not considered dangerous, and a 
dispatch to that etfect was sent to Sea 
Bright. The final dissolution was suddfn. 
General Fremont was 77 years and six 
months old (to-day) at the time of his 
death. 
Mrs. Fremont and daughter Elizabeth 
are at Los Angeles. 


General John Charles F’remont was born in 
Savannah, Georgia, January 21, 1813. He gradu­ 
ated at Charleston College in 1880. He was sub­ 
sequently appointed a teacher of mathematics 
on the sloop-of-war Natchez. In 1835 he became 
an assistant engineer in the United States Topo­ 
graphical Corps. He was engaged in exploring 
in North Carolina, Tennessee and Georgia from 
1836 to 1838, and in the la ter vear was commis­ 
sioned Second Lieutenant of the Topographical 
Engineers, and in 1810 he received orders to ex­ 
plore the Des Moines river In 1811 he eloped 
with and married Miss Jesrie Benton, daugh’er 
of United States Senator Thomas H. Benton, la 
1812 he took charge of an expedition to exam 
ine the Koekv Mountain region, explored South 
Pass and Wind River Mountains, and on August 
15th reached the summit (13,570 feet) of Wind 
River Peak since called Fremont Peak, which 
so far as is known h a l never been trod before 
by man. He spent four months on this trip. He 
then returned to Washington and prepared for 
Congress of 1842 3 a report that elicited high 
praise in that body and among scientific men in 
the United States and Europe. 
In the following year he received instructions 
to explore the unknown region between the 
Rocky Mountains and the Pacific Ocean, and 
connect his explorations with the surveys of 
Captain Wilkts, U. S. N., so as to secure an un­ 
interrupted survey of that va-t region. His 
party numbered thirty-nine, ana left the town 
of Kansas, May 29th. 
After traveling more than 1,700 miles he 
reached the “Indian Sea’’ (Salt Lake), Septem­ 
ber 6th, and Fort Vancouver, on the Columbia 
river, the appointed terminus of the journey, 
November 4th. Ott November 10th lie started 
ou his return journey, proposing a circuit to the 
south and southeast and an exploration of the 
great basin, which he concluded was an un­ 
known body, and named it Pyramid Lake, on 
January 10,1843. 
On February- 6th he struck the valley of the 
Sacramento, encamped on the summit of the 
pass 011 the dividing ridge (2,000 feet higher 
than South Pass), which the Indians told him 
no man could cross. But he made the passage 
without a guide, in forty days. He reached 
Sutter’s Fort, on the Sacramento, on March 6th, 
fesumed his journey on March 24th, and arrived 
at St. Louis oil August 6th, w ith vast stores of 
geographical knowledge of the region traversed 
In 1845 he started ou his third expedition, de­ 
signed for the survey of Oregou and California 
He advanced westward to the pass of the Cas­ 
cades, where the Columbia river traverses the 
northern extremity cf the Sierra Nevada, ex­ 
plored that chain southward iu the depth of 
winter, and descended to the Valley of the San 
Joaquin. 
Early iu 1S46 he started alone for Monterey, 
then the Capital ol Upper California, and when 
near the city he was ordered bv Mexican troops 
to quit the country immediately. Fremont 
tought his men, erected a fort on the summit of 
Hawk's Peak, and raised the first United States 
flag on the territory of California. Soon after- 
werd he continued his journey up the Sacra­ 
mento valley into Oregon, and there received a 
secret dispatch from the Secretary of War in­ 
structing him to watch the Government’s inter­ 
ests in California, in view of pending trouble 
with Mexico. He returned to California in 
June, aroused the American settlers in the vi­ 
cinity of San Francisco bay, captured a Mexican 
fort, garrison, nine cannons and 250 muskets at 
Bouoma Pass June 15th. Then he advanced to 
Sonoma, defeated the Mexican General De Cas­ 
tro ou July 5th, and was elected Governor of the 
province by the American Californians, who de­ 
clared themselves independent of Mexico a few 
days afterward. He joined Commodore Sloat, 
who had bombarded and captured Monterey 
July 7th, and on the arrival of Commodore 
Stockton with orders to conquer California, 
Fremont was ap;ointed military Commander 
and Civil Governor ot the Territory He assisted 
in the capture ol Los ADgeles, and iu 1847 con­ 
cluded articles ot capitulation with the Mexicans 
which gave California to the United States. Alter 
these brilliant exploits he was doomed lo be the 
victim of an unfortunate clashing of authority. 
Commodore Stockton and General Kearny nád 
received identical orders to conquer California. 
Ou the arrival ot Kearny he issued orders to 
Fremont, who liad co-operated with Stockton 
in the early mo.ements. Fremont disobeyed 
Kearny, was Court-martialed and dismissed front 
the service. President Po k reinstated him, 
but he resigned sgain earD in 1818. 
In October of that year he started out on an­ 
other exploring expedition on his own hook, 
his purpose being to survey a road from the 
Mississippi to San F'rancisco. Aitermauy hard­ 
ships this was accomplished, he arriving at the 
Sacramento early iu 1849. 
He was appointed by President Taylor to 
establish the boundary between Mexico and 
the I nited States, and while thus engaged he 
was elected a United Slates Senator trom the 
new State of California. 
A couple oí years later he went to Europe and 
was cordially received by scientists and men of 
letters He came home to lake hold of the sur­ 
veys from the Mississippi to the Pacific, ordered 
by Congress, in 1853. 
In 1556 he received the Presidential nomina­ 
tion of the first National Republican Conven­ 
tion, and a few days later the nomination of 
the National American Convention., He an­ 
nounced himself as opposed 1 1 the extension of 
slave labor and in favor of free labor. James 
Buchanan defeated him fir the office. 
In 18)1 he wasappointed Major-Geaera! in the 
regular army, purchased arms for the Federal 
Government In Europe, made his headquarters 
in St. Louis, fortified the city and occupied 
Cairo. He assumed the Governorship ot Mis­ 
souri, proclaimed m artial iaw, suspended dis­ 
loyal publications and announced that he 
would lib°rute the slaves ot all persons in arms 
sga.ust the Federal Government. President 
Lincoln objected to the emancipation scheme 
and reques ed Fremont to withdraw it. Fre­ 
mont retusod, aud it was annulled by an ex­ 
ecutive order. 
in ecptember of that year he started in pur­ 
suit oí the Coniederate army under Sterling 
Price with a force of mote than 20,000 men, in­ 
cluding 5,(AO cavalry aud 86 heavy guns. He 
had just overtaken the enemy at Springfield 
when he was relieved of his command. Next 
year he was recalled to duty and placed in com­ 
mand of the new Mountain District, which 
included parts of Virginia, Kentucky and Tenn­ 
essee. Be engaged the Confederates under 
Jackson frequently aud pursued them eight 
days. Then his corps was consolidated with 
the main army of Virginia, uudei General Pope, 
but Freemont, unwilling to serve under an ot- 
ficer whom he ranked, was relieved at his own 
request. 
Tnese events closed his m ilitary career. 
In 1861 he was again nominated by the Re­ 
publicans for the Presidency, but withdrew, 
tie engaged in railroad building alter the war, 
and got into some trouble with the French 
Government through the floating of land grant 
bonds in Paris. 
In 1878 Krement was appoiutcd Governor of 
Arizona, aud served until 1882. In 18-8 he was 
placed on the retired list, with the rank of 
Msjor-General oí the army. 
He received a gold medal for his discoveries 
from the King oí Prussia in 1850, was voted the 
Founders’ medal of the Royal Geographical So­ 
ciety of IjOndon, was elected an honorary mem­ 
ber of the Geographical Society of Berlin, was 
nobly commended by Earon Humboldt, and 
became known in learned circles as "The Path­ 
finder."

INDIGNANT CITIZENS. 
They Do í o t A ppreciate H aving a Con­ 
federate F lag Flying in Their M idst. 
N ew Y o r k , July 13th.-The flying of a 
Confederate flag from the staff upon the 
house of Dr. D. J. Beattie, near Succasunua, 
has called forth indignant protests from 
prominent Republicans anil Democrats 
alike in this neighborhood. The owner of 
the place is a Virginian, who came to re­ 
side here a few months ago. 
Dr. Beattie visited Richmond and at­ 
tended the unveiling of the Lee monument. 
His daughters anticipated his return by 
making a flag. The emblem was displayed 
for a period, but was subsequently taken 
down. On July 4th the fiag was again 
raised and has remained up. 
Several indignant people of the neighbor­ 
hood have requested the officers of Com­ 
pany G to cause the flag to be hauled 
down. The matter was referred to Colonel 
Campbell, of the First Regiment, who has 
sent a reply that nothing can be done ex­ 
cept by direction of the Government. 
Dr. Beattie says that the flag was not 
raised with the intention of affronting peo­ 
ple. He has received threatening letters 
bearing upon the matter, and does not 
propose to be coerced or frightened, so long 
as he violates no law.

Train Rnns Into a Wagon, Kil ing 
Fiye Persons. 


TWO SAILORS LOST AT SEA. 


V alne of Property in Santa Clara 
County—Petalum a N otes—In­ 
terior Baseball. 
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SAD ACCIDENT. 
A Train Runs Into a W agon. K illing Five 
Persons. 
San Francisco, July 13th.—It is reported 
here to-night that a terrible accident oc­ 
curred late this afternoon at Boden. twelve 
miles from here, near the cemetery in San 
Mateo county. A wagon containing fif­ 
teen people was run into bv a train. The 
people were tossed iu all directions Five 
were killed outright and the others in­ 
jured. 
LATER INFORMATION. 
San F rancisco, July 13th.—Later in­ 
formation shows that a party of sixteen 
Germans had been picknicking near Boden, 
and while returning home in three wagons 
attempted to race with the train for the 
crossing. The first two wagons got across 
ail right, but the train struck the third in 
the middle, smashing it into a hundred 
pieces. Mr. Stroebel and wife, a little girl 
aud another man were instantly killed. 
Two men and a child received injuries that 
are probably fatal. The driver of the 
wagon was dashed to the ground, but es­ 
caped with bruises. The dead were left at 
Boden tor the Coroner of the county. The 
iDjured were brought to this city aud placed 
in St. Luke’s Hospital. 
The killed are: Mrs. Rosermann and 
child, Mrs. Strobel and child, and Mrs. 
George Eberlin. Wounded ; George Eber- 
lin and child, C. Beach and child, Mrs. 
Giesen and child. Mrs. Giesen will proba­ 
bly die and her child's condition is serious. 
The others will recover. The bodies of 
those killed were removed to-night to the 
station at the cemetery at Baden, where an 
inquest will be held to-morrow by Coroner 
Crowe. 
Conductor Hood aud Engineer Cornwell 
attribute the accideDt to carelessness ou the 
part of the driver, asserting that he could 
see the train some minutes before the ac­ 
cident. 
LOST AT SEA. 
Two Sailors W ashed Overboard and 
Drowned. 
San Francisco, July 13th.—The schooner 
John McCullough, Captain Pergen, sailed 
from this port on the 9th instant for Iver­ 
son’s Landing. To-day she returned to 
port, having lost two of her crew overboard 
when oil Point Reyes. On Julv 10th two 
seaman, Julius Trulson aDd Pe'ter Berielz, 
went out on the jib-boom to furl the tlyipg- 
jib. The schooner pitched heavily in the 
head sea and the men were washed oil the 
boom. The men attempted to swim to 
the schooner but their heavy clothes pulled 
them down, and they sank before a boat 
could reach them. Trulson w es a native 
of Norway, aged 44 years, and leaves a wife 
and four children. Berietz was a native of 
Norway, aged 24 years.

EDITING A COUNTRY PAPER. 
The A nnoyances Connected W ith Run­ 
ning a Country Sheet. 
It had been the dream of my life to own, 
edit and publish a newspaper, writes F. L. 
Stanton in the Atlanta Constitution. I was 
not particular as to whether it was a daily, 
weekly or monthly; I simply wanted to 
run it and try my hand at molding public 
sentiment, as my grandfather had done be­ 
fore me. He was a good editor and ran a 
weekly newspaper as long as his creditors 
would let him, and when at last he died 
of his debts, the Sheriff gave him an obit­ 
uary of which any editor might be proud. 
Well, when I had saved up $60 mv op­ 
portunity came. A friend ol mine" who 
owned a liand-press and a box of type 
offered to trade the outfit for my watch 
and the $60. The watch was an old" Water- 
bnrv, so it did not take long to wind up 
the business, and I soou found myself in 
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full charge of a flourishing country news- ¡ 
paper. 
W ith great pride I prepared my saluta­ 
tory, but while I was in the act of puttin1* 
the finishing touches to it, and had just 
penned the usual words, ‘‘We are here and 
here to stay,” a prospective subscriber 
walked into the sanctum, and seating him­ 
self calmly upon the editor’s desk, said: 
“That’s your salutatory, is ii ? Now 
you’re a stranger here, and maybe you’d 
like a few hints as to what the people 
want? Well, I’m the man to give ’em to 
you. Let’s see what you’ve wrote there ." 
He suited the action to the word and 
took the editorial from my reluctant 
hands. 
‘‘it won’t do,” he said, when he had la­ 
bored through my ponderous sentences. 
“1 see you don’t understand this people 
very well. \o u know there's more Bap­ 
tists in this community than there is 
Methodists. In fact, we just rule things, 
and if you don t put in a good word for 
the Baptists you’re a ruined man. By the 
way, lie continued, mistaking one of my 
red slippers for a spittoon and flooding it 
with tobacco juice, “what church do you 
belong to, anyhow 
1 was almost afraid to tell hint, but 1' 
ventured to hint that 1 had a leaning 
toward the Methodists. 
“Keep it quiet.” he said, almost in a 
whisper, “for the Methodists ain’t nowhere 
around these diggins. They only have 
preachin’ once a month, and they ain’t got 
but one man on the Town Council, while 
the Baptists is got one Mayor, four Alder­ 
men, one express agent and two telegraph 
operators. Oh, we are in the lead, I tell 
you; so you’d better keep your weather 
eye ojien, and look to your interest. That’s 
all I’ve got to say.” 
And he left me to mv sad reflections. 
But I was not left entirely alone, for ere 
the footsteps of my Baptist friend had died 
into an echo a tall, slim man, wearing a 
nervous smile and a pair of spectacles, en­ 
tered and tip-toed toward me. 
“I saw old Jenkins coming out just 
now,” he explained, as lie sat down on my 
ink bottle, “and I’ll bet 1 know what he 
was up to. He was trying to tell you how 
to run the paper—now wasn’t lie ?” 
1 admitted that his language liad im­ 
pressed me in that way. 
“Don’t mind i\ word he says,” said my 
new adviser. “He’s crazy on the subject 
of religion, and don’t know what he is 
talking about. W hat you want to do is to 
praise up the Presbyterians. They’re get­ 
ting stronger and stronger every day—go­ 
ing to build a brick church aud a public 
school next week, and before six months 
is out they’ll be in full control of the town. 
Take my word for it, if you want your 
paper to succeed you will have to give the 
Presbyterians a showing. And that’s all 
I’ve got to say.” 
1 heaved a deep sigh of relief as he 
vanished through the door, which I was 
about to lock after him when an old man, 
wearing the look of a Methodist preacher, 
pushed his way in. 
“How is it with you, brother ?” he 
asked, shaking hands heartily, as he 
plumped down in the only chair in the 
room. 
I told him it w A iot as well as it might 
be, but that 1 hoped to pull through. 
“You’ll never do it,” lie said, “by listen­ 
in’ to them Baptists and Presbyterians. 
They are trvin’ to run this town, but we're 
goin’ to git up a revival which will sweep 
’em from the face o’ the earth !’’ 
“Baptist ?” 
“No, sir.” 
“Presbyterian ?” 
* “Not exactly, sir.” 
“Episcopalian ?’ 
“Not very much, sir.” 
“Why, God bless us, brother,” he ex­ 
claimed, as he jumped up and gtasped my 
hand, “vou’re a Methodist, ain’t you T’ 
I told him no, but that I had once fallen 
from grace, and that I supposed that was 
the next thipg to it. 
“Don’t worry over it,” lie 
sooth­ 
ingly, and giving me a slap on the back 
which set me to coughing. “You ain't 
the first man that ever fell from grace. 
But we are going to throw the props 
around you and keep you np. Now, I'm 
going to git right down here and pray for 
you—right on this floor which ain’t been 
swept in ten years—and I want you to git 
down with me.” 
It was in vain that I told him I was in 
a big hurry and would rather wait till 
dark. He would take no denial, and in a 
second he had started a revival iu that 
office that would have done credit to a 
first-class camp-meeting. He had warned 
me beforehand that he would remain upon 
his knees until 1 was converted, and I 
mentally decided that my case was hope­ 
less. As the good old man prayed for my 
salvation he heat the air wildly with his 
hands, and as 1 was in the air myself I 
came in for a good share of the beating. 
He followed me all over the room in the 
agony of his jilea, non- knocking my head 
against the composing stone or jostling mv 
breast with a severe blow in tiie ribs, just 
to emphasize his words. Sometimes I 
would dodge and his hand would hit the 
wall hard, but he only shouted the loader 
when this occurred. 
We were both jierspiring freely with 
the exercise: his paper collar had melted 
aud run down his back, and my celluloid 
eufls had caught fire five times. One or 
the other had to weaken, and I felt that 
the other was myself. 
“Brother!” he shouted in desjieration, 
“is the work done yet ? Do you feel any 
change?” 
I was about to tell him that I had spent 
the last cent I had, and felt no change at 
all, but I knew he wouldn’t let me up on 
that, and so 1 told him yes, that I was a 
changed man. 
“Where do you feel it?” he asked, as he 
paused for breath. 
“In my back and side,” I answered. “In 
fact, it’s all over me.” 
He gave a shout that shook the build­ 
ing, rose to his feet, told me that I was a 
sinner saved by grace, mopped hi? brow on 
the office towel, said to me that fie would 
call on me to lead the meeting that night 
and went forth rejoicing. 
Ihen I sat down to my desk again, weak 
and helpless, and wrote my own obituary; 
aud when I recovered from the spell of 
sickness which ensued 1 sold my paper to 
the Baptists for $75 and hired out to a 
heathen as clerk in a grocery store.

Senator Stewart Incensed Over an 
A rticle Decrying Nevada’s 
Population. 
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NEVADA’S I’O i’f l.ATION. 
Senator Stewart Greatly Incensed O ver 
an A rticle Concerning It. 
\\ AsuuitiToN, July 13th—Senator Stew­ 
art was in a very angry mood to-night 
when a California Associated Press corre­ 
spondent called upon him. His attention 
had been called to an editorial in the Call 
of July 6th, wherein the editor showed that 
Nevada’s population, according to the cen­ 
sus, would not warrant her status as a 
State of the Union. 
Senator fitewurt said that he did not 
know how California would fare if the Coll 
succeeded in carrying out the views'ex­ 
pressed in the editorial. He presumed, 
however, that the jiaper was not aware of 
the fact that citizens of California generally 
were in the habit of calling on Nevada Sen­ 
ators for assistance in Washington, and he 
said he could not see any good reason for 
the press of the Pacific coast aitempting to 
destroy the iutluence of auv of the repre­ 
sentatives from that section. If Nevada 
suffers California certainly cannot be bene­ 
fited by such suffering. 
The Senator said that he did not believe 
that the sentiments expressed in the Call 
were entertained by a large jiortiou of the 
citizens of California. On the contrary, 
Californians generally regarded Nevada 
with kindness, and respected its represent­ 
atives. They also knew that the depression 
in Nevad* is only temporary, being the re­ 
sult ol the transition from mining to agri­ 
cultural and other pursuits; that Nevada 
has great natural resources, ana will ulti­ 
mately become an important State in the 
Union, and its existence as a State is highly 
beneficial to the whole Pacific coast. 
The Call's editorial has attracted consid­ 
erable attention in Washington. Theanger 
of Senator Stewart over the affair lias bad 
the effect of calling general attention. A 
number of requests were made at the Cali­ 
fornia Associated Press office for copie» of 
the Call ol July 6th. Everybody but the 
members of the Nevada delegation are in­ 
clined to agree with the Call. A promi­ 
nent member of Congress announces his 
intention of introducing, in a few days, a 
resolution of inquiry, based on the Call's 
editorial, as to Nevada’s population and her 
ability to support a State Government.

FREMONT. 
In the death of General John C. Fre­ 
mont there passed away another of the 
historic characters of great prominence in 
the conquest of the Pacific possessions of 
the Republic. His services in the probing 
of the West began as early as 1840, when 
he made an examination of the Des Moines 
river, then on our western frontier. His 
celebrated exploration of the Rocky 
Mountains began the next year. His 
report of that expedition, made in 1843, 
attracted wide attention, turned the tide 
of interest toward the South Pass, and re­ 
sulted in his second expedition to the west 
of the mountains. 
In consequence of his report on the 
Utah region, the Mormons entered upon 
the settlement of that section, and the 
nation began to look toward an empire of 
possessions upon the Pacific Coast. 
His achievements in California and 
Oregon are familiar to the people, and 
need not here be recounted. That he was 
a courageous man and a fearless soldier 
will never be denied. If he lacked some 
essential elements of a great commander, 
he possessed those of the explorer in full­ 
ness, and deservedly won the honorable 
title of “The Pathfinder.” He became a 
citizen of California after his explora­ 
tions 
ceased, and was honored 
by 
this State 
with 
a seat 
in 
the 
United 
States, Senate. 
He served 
the State with ability through a brief 
term. Prussia honored him with a gold 
medal for his discoveries, and the Royal 
Geographical Society of London with the 
“Founder’s Medal” and an honorary mem­ 
bership. He renewed his exploring expe­ 
ditions in the Far West in 1853. In 1856 
he led in the first great political battle of 
the Republican party as its Presidential 
nominee. 
Soon after the opening of the civil war 
he was made a Major-General, and served 
with slight interruption until July, 1863. 
From 1878 to 1881 he was Governor of 
Arizona. In later years he fell into finan­ 
cial distress, and was probably in sore want 
for a long time. The nation did him jus­ 
tice at last in placing him upon the re­ 
tired list with a handsome salary, but he 
lived only a few months thereafter to enjoy 
it. 
W ith all his improvidence, his unfor­ 
tunate trouble with Mr. Lincoln’s ad­ 
ministration, and his restless disposition, 
John Charles Fremont sends his name 
down in American history as one of the 
distinguished and gallant sons of the Re­ 
public whose services contributed largely 
to the conquest of the West and the ex­ 
tension of the chain of States to the Pacific 
shores, and whose career is indissolubly 
and honorably linked with some of the 
most stirring and important events of the 
building of the American nation.

deal oí vegetable decay is thus promoted, 
and that such soil and such boards, the under 
sides of which are mold-coated, give forth 
noxious vapors that poison the atmosphere. 
There can be no sort of doubt about it. But 
there are other reasons why the custom 
should be prohibited. The depositions 
upon the surface of wooden sidewalks by 
human beings and animals is equally 
offensive, and while in a dried state they 
must go into the atmosphere in a degree in 
impalpable powder, they are more vicious 
when evaporated and moisture carries 
them upward. The wetting of the walks 
in the heat of the day, so far from cooling 
the atmosphere, increases its humidity and 
renders the vicinity more uncomfortable. 
Of course the right thing to do is to get 
rid of the wooden walks as speedily as 
possible and thus conserve the cleanliness 
of the soil. But in the meantime the 
wetting down of walks of wood should be 
prohibited; it is a positive evil. 
A BRiTAi, assault by nine union mold- 
ers in San Francisco upon one non-union 
molder is described in the papers of that 
city. The cause of the worfmg man is 
badly injured by all sucii acts. Society 
will not tolerate a policy of that order. 
The cause of labor has too much at stake 
to be imperiled by thest^esortsrio violence. 
They are not excusable under any circum­ 
stances; they will arouse to action a senti­ 
ment which will punish the offenders in a 
manner that will involve the innocent 
with the guilty. Resorts to force to com­ 
pel men to unite with strikers invariably 
recoil upon the offenders. The American 
people are patient and long suffering, but 
when aroused visit their anger upon those 
who resort to brutal measures in a manner 
that is unmistakable and irresistible. The 
laws of the laud must be upheld, and the 
striking molders of San Francisco may be 
suddenly awakened to a sense of that 
truth wirt#painful distinctness. 


BATHS. 
Bishop Potter, Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Brayton Ives, William Astor, Rev. Ed­ 
ward Everett Hale, Erastus Wiman, John 
A. Cockerill and Richard Hunt have un­ 
dertaken the task of raising $200,000 for 
the erection of a great building in New 
York, to contain public baths, tub and 
swimming, as well as vapor and other 
baths. Confidence is felt that they will 
succeed, and that the additional baths 
will be ready next year, and will accom­ 
modate from ten to fifteen thousand jieople 
daily. 
All such efforts are worthy of com­ 
mendation. They suggest the renewal of 
the proposition made by the R ecord- 
U nion a few weeks ago, that there should 
be put on foot a movement in Sacramento 
for providing public swimming baths. At 
that time we presented estimates showing 
that a sum not in excess of $60,000 would 
be required, and that its investment would 
pay 6 per cent. We have been assured by 
those who have made other estimates 
that our figures were too high, and that 
$30,000 will put up the necessary building, 
furnish the tanks and machinery, and that 
upon that sum an income of 8 j>er cent, can 
be assured with every degree of business 
certainty. 
Assuming cither estimate to be correct, 
such a scheme ought to be taken in hand, 
and the proposition looked at in a business 
light. If safe business men give it their 
approval, as we feel certain they will, the 
stock will be taken without delay—of 
that there is absolute assurance. The 
benefits of such an institution as suggested, 
in a warm climate like this, are almost 
incalculable.

T h e rumor prevails that the Adminis­ 
tration has adopted a temporizing policy 
concerning illegal seal taking in Behring 
sea, pending the negotiations with the 
British Government for the settlement of 
the claim of Dominion fishers to take seals 
within the exterior bounds of our marine 
territory. We do not believe the story. 
Last year and this, the President issued 
his proclamation as required by Act of 
Congress, and warned illicit fishers that 
they would be seized and punished. It is 
unthinkable that because there are pend­ 
ing negotiations with British authorities 
concerning their claim to take our seals 
without recompense, the President will 
undertake to suspend an Act of Congress. 
It is more reasonable to think that he will 
enforce the law rigidly, all the more so 
that other authority questions the right of 
the United States to exercise jurisdiction 
over waters which she purchased from the 
Russian Government, end that too under 
an implied guarantee of the right to sell. 
T h e Secretary of the State Board of 
Health advises the public that no assur­ 
ance can be given that the Asiatic cholera 
will not reach the United States this year. 
He urges the people, therefore to adopt 
the only precaution possible, and that is 
to thoroughly cleanse streets, alleys, pri­ 
vate premises and all public ways. Be­ 
cause we have escaped the pest in the 
past few years is not any reason for sup­ 
posing that we shall uniformly do so. On 
the contrary, there is more reason to ex­ 
pect that sooner or later it will reach the 
United States. The advice of the Secre­ 
tary is therefore wise, and should be fol­ 
lowed. It has this virtue, that even if the 
plague does not visit us, cleanliness will 
benefit the public health and is a prevent­ 
ive measure against other ills than the 
cholera. 


T h e Houses have passed the compromise 
silver bill and it is altogether probable 
that the President will approve it. It is 
a concession to him, since it does not de­ 
cree absolute free coinage of silver, to 
which he was antagonistic. The belief 
is entertained, and we believe with justi­ 
fication, that the Democrats have made a 
political mistake in their united opposi­ 
tion to the measure. Their recent posing 
as ardent friends of free coinage was not 
sincere; they stand 11 ¡ton a platform that 
makes no mention of such a jiolicy, and 
they supported a candidate for the Presi­ 
dency who was noted as an enemy of the 
silver projiositions. Under such conditions 
it is improbable that the Democracy will 
be able to make any political capital out 
of the party shift of front so suddenl 
made.

Do any of our readers see themselves 
reflected in this nimble-wiited young 
ladv ? 
The B irth of an Iceberg. 
The dynamical law by which the gla­ 
ciers abutting on the sea generate their 
bergs is still somewhat vague. In earlier 
days it was held that the glacial tongue 
broke off by its own weight. To this has 
succeeded the following explanation, per­ 
haps more popularly than scientifically ac­ 
cepted: Moving down the fiords to* the 
ocean the glacier’s front enters the waves, 
at first plowing up the sea bottom into a 
deep furrow, but as the ice-prow pushes 
out over the sloping ocean floor the weight 
resting upon the bottom steadily dimin­ 
ishes. The floating power of the water 
tends constantly to lift the ice, which is 
held down by the rigidity of the glacial 
sheet below its normal sea line. Moving 
on still, the glacier’s front reaches the 
point in deeper waters where it is lifted 
from the bottom altogether. Still, it re­ 
mains unbroken, the strength of the sheet, 
hundreds of feet in thickness, holding it. 
But as it proceeds, the awful leverage on 
the unsupported tongue waxes. It is like 
the van of an army drawn farther and 
farther away from its main body, and en­ 
countering increasing attacks of the foe. 
Each surge of the tide, every onset of 
storai, racks its structure. At last comes 
the point where the hardly sustained equi- 
liorium of forces ends, and the glacial tip 
breaks away into the floating berg. Finally 
we have a third and more recent hypothesis 
based 
on 
the 
differential 
move­ 
ment of the upper and lower pans of the 
glacier. This latest theory asserts that 
the glacial front is thrust over from above 
by the swifter descent of its up[>er portion 
—a movement which may be roughly 
likened to the breaking comb of a sea wave 
sweeping to the shore. 
' But whatever the specific direction of 
the force which ex¡>e¡s the berg from the 
glacier, the grandeur of the phenomena 
which often attend it is without question. 
Constantly the brow of the glacier over 
the sea is shaking oil, with sharp explo­ 
sions, smaller masses of ice, which drop to 
the water in cloudlets of spray. Suddenly 
there comes a set of louder and deeper 
blasts, that blend into a subterranean roar. 
A great section of the fissured front of the 
glacier bends, with waterfalls pouring 
from its sides, and obscured in clouds of 
vapor from the cold surfaces newly ex­ 
posed to the air. As these clear away the 
brokeu-ofl glacial tongue surges down, 
forcing up a wave of water dangerous to 
near vessels, to boats or men at the water’s 
edge. U p and down the new-born berg 
sways, moving, meanwhile, slowly awav 
from the glacier, and out to sea. It has 
been born amid the travail of the icy ele­ 
ments to begin it3 life journey, that is to 
lie long or short, according to its own size 
and the places to which the currents of air 
and water are to bear it.—Clarence Deminrj 
in Harper’s Weekly.

C on cern in g G ravel for S treets. 
E ds. R ecord-U n io n : 
I noticed an arti­ 
cle in Saturday’s issue in regard to gravel 
for streets. Your idea concerning the m a­ 
terial used by Mr. Ewing, on O street, is 
undoubtedly correct, with a very slight ex­ 
ception, and that in favor of the gravel. 
Now, if there is a sufficient am ount of 
w hat you call clay, but what I will term 
cement, mixed with the gravel, it will 
pack so hard in m id-sum mer that water 
cannot penetrate it. 
One word now for screened gravel. If 
you will first lay a foundation of cobble or 
coarse gravel, then add a layer of fine 
gravel four or five inches thick. Then 
place a dressing of sand—say two inches 
thick—on top, and you will have a beauti­ 
ful street, and one that will last for years 
and can be easily repaired. I am not"sup­ 
posing this, but speaking from experience.

“Pilgrim ,” one of the writers on the 
New Y ork Spirit o f the Times, whose turf 
articles are always read with interest, writes 
from C hicago: 
Thursday evening I m et Alf. Estell, the 
Californian, in the Palm er House corridor. 
The Kenwood stakes had been run that 
day, and the W inters colt, San Juan, had 
been beaten by Palestine. Mr. Estell looks 
after the W inters stable, a fact well known. 
H e is one of the silent men, but when in ­ 
terested a most fluent and agreeable talker. 
H e was sitting alone trying to catch a 
breath of fresh air from the lake, for it was 
very warm. I leaned over nis chair and 
said : “San Juan was beaten, but I like him 
just the same yet.” 
H e answ ered: “I will tell you a story 
that will give you the real reason of his 
defeat. Some three or four years ago I was 
one of the judges at a fair and race meeting 
in Califorata. There was to be an Indian 
pony race, and it was presumed horses 
were to be owned and ridden by Indians. 
The chief had the ponies tested, and, se­ 
lecting the best as his entry, went around 
telling everybody with great pomp and 
pride that he would win sure. Up at Hag- 
gin's ranch John M ackty had a lot of In ­ 
dian boys picking hops. Selecting the 
brightest little fellow, Mackey asked him 
if he could ride. The boy was right at 
home, and, tickled to death, he answered, 
‘Oh, yes ; me sabe hoss.’ 
Mackey mounted him and after giving him 
a trial satisfied him self that the boy would 
do. H e then picked out one of their smallest 
thoroughbreds, rubbed his hair full of oil 
and dirt, and the three blew into the gates. 
The horse looked pretty rough, the chief 
thinking him a veritable cayuse. Going to 
the chief, Mackey begged to be allowed to 
start. The chief readily consented, giving 
Mackey to understand, however, that there 
were no fleas on him and that be was going 
to win. 
When they got the word Mackey’s 
horse went off with the track, and the 
further they went the further he left the 
rest behind. There was nothing in it from 
end to end but Mackey’s horse and little 
Jim . 
After it was over the chief went up into 
the stand to explain it. H is pride was 
hum bled, but he was game. 
He went on 
in broken English to tell how it happened. 
He said his own horse was a good one, etc., 
then gave this as the reason for his defeat: 
“ Little Jim got good doss ; he too quick, no 
catchee.” So it was with Palestine that 
day, “ too quick, no catchee,” was llieonly 
reason why San Juan was beaten. 
Mr. 
Estell enjoyed the thought of the chief’s 
reason for defeat, taking it home to him ­ 
self, without one particle of soreness over 
his own, and I know he backed his colt, 
too. A level-headed man is Alf Estell. 


SUNOL AND AXTELL, 
It is sincerely to be hoped that the much 
talked-of race between Axtell and Suuol 
will take place, so that the question of 
which is the better race-hor9e may be set­ 
tled, says the Breeders' Gazette. 
There are 
a lot of people who, without any good 
reason therefor, are continually asserting 
that Axtell is the superior of the filly. On 
what they base this assertion it is difficult 
to see. As a two-year-old, at which age 
both the stallion and the Ally began trot­ 
ting, she was im measurably the superior of 
Axtell, his best mile being 2:23, while Su- 
nol did the distance in 2:18, completely 
eclipsing all previous records for that age. 
As a three-year-old, her 2:104. in the opin­ 
ion of thinking men, is just as much ahead 
of his 2:12 as her 2:18 was superior to his 
2:23 when both were two yeats of age. 
There is no use butting against a stone 
wall of unassailable facts. A xtell is the 
greatest stallion, in point of soeed, that has 
thus far been produced, but Sunol has for 
two years shown herself his superior. 
W hat may occur when they meet in a race 
it would be foolish to predict or sptculate 
on. The filly is a nervous thing, while 
Axtell is as steady, under all circumstances, 
as a clock, and in a race this m atter of dis­ 
position alone m ight settle the contest. 
If 
ever they meet and A xtell should win 
without going a better mile than the 2:194 
of Sunol it would sim ply prove that she 
did not have her speed. 
In order to show 
him self unquestionably the best of the pair 
he will have to beat Sunol and 2:104 at the 
same time. If any driver can put him in 
shape to do this Budd Doble is the man. 
He will go along carefully with the stall­ 
ion, aDd should he decide to start him 
against the watch or in a race where Sunol 
was the competitor the public would flock 
to see the performance, knowing that 
Doble never brings an inferior article of 
goods out for show. 


HOW THINGS TRAVEL. 
IV e find the following going the rounds 
of the California papers, credited to the 
New York Sta r: 
“Said Frank Fames, of Bay Ridge: ‘I 
remember once when in California in early 
days that the Legislature adjourned for the 
purpose of attending the four-mile race 
between Nathan Coombs’ horse, Ashland, 
and Lathrop’s Langford. This was prob­ 
ably the only instance on record in Am er­ 
ica where a legislative body adjourned for 
the express and acknowledged purpose of 
attending a horse-race.’ ” 
W hoever Frank Fames, of Bay Ridge, 
may be, he is evidently a reader of the 
R ecord-U n io n , for the above appeared in 
its Sunday edition a few weeks ago among 
notes of “ Thirty Years Ago.” 
^ It is, however, not strange that Frank 
Eames. of the far East, should appropriate 
as his own a paragraph from a California 
paper, when R ecord-U n io n paragraphs are 
appropriated by papers in 
neighboring 
counties and then reproduced 111 Sacra­ 
mento and credited to outsidesources. This 
is of frequent occurrence.

The dam 
of Ohio Bellfounder was the thoronghbred 
mare Bet Singleton by Tormentor. Gen­ 
eral McClellan when owned in Jam esville 
was known as Red Iron. 
Mr. Van Gilder 
bought and sold him to Jam es M. Learned, 
who lived in Jamesville, Wis., and took 
the horse across the plains to California, 
with Rattler and other stock, in company 
with Seneca Daniel. There may or may 
not be in General McClellan the blood of 
Blue Bull. 


RACINE, THE NEW WONDER. 
The sensational anim al at the Chicago 
track, says the New York Spirit, is the 
three-year-old coh Racine, by Bishop, dam 
Fairy Rose. 
He belongs to Hon. Leland 
Stanford, and his engagements are very 
few.

IN A M A N IA C ’S G R A SP. 


S w eep s O ver M in n esota, W ith G reat L o n s 
o f L ite a n d D a m a g e to P ro p erty . 
S t . P a u l, July 13th.— A cyclone struck 
the northern side of this city this after­ 
noon, and the latest estimates of the less of 
life is thirty-six. It is reported that from 
eleven to fifteen were killed at Coleman’s 
lake, twenty to thirty at Little Canada, two 
or more at Lake Joanna and several at 
Bass lake, and that the cyclone also reached 
W hite Bear lake. 
The first reports are from people who 
have come from the devastated districts, 
and they also report great damage to prop­ 
erty. 
If W hite Bear lake was in the path 
of the storm the loss there will be very 
heavy, both of life and of property. 
Great 
crowds were there to day. 
LATER ACCOUNT. 
St. P a u l, July 13th.—A few moments 
before 5 o’clock this afternoon clouds which 
have been threatening a storm began to 
collect over the region of Lake McCarron, 
two or three miles north of this city, soon 
taking on a rotary motion and the terrible 
appearance of a cyclone. H undreds of 
citizens watched the clouds as they swept 
together and followed their course to the 
northwest, in which direction m any friends 
had gone to spend the day at some of the 
m any little lakes scattered over the county. 
The cyclone developed from a terrific 
storm of mud, rain and hail, which set in 
at 3:30 o’clock and raged with unabated fury 
un til nearly 5 o’clock. At the later hour 
clouds in the southwest suddenly assumed 
funnel-like 
shape, 
and being 
fringed 
w ith 
a 
lace 
work 
of 
fleecy 
white, 
when 
the 
eddying 
monster 
gained its full m om entum . 
The wind 
suddenly veered east to south. 
Almost in 
a twinkling a great mass spread out like a 
fan, and sweeping across Lake Gervaise 
leveled everything in its path. The scene 
to-night absolutely beggars 
description. 
The num ber of dead is not definitely 
known, and there is no means of ascer­ 
taining who the wounded are. 
Anxiety for tne absent drew m any down 
during the evening to learn the first possi­ 
ble particulars of w hat was thought to be 
undoubtedly a disastrous storm. 
A young m an drove in from Lake Cole­ 
m an soon afterwards with the information 
that at least two persons were killed and 
over one hundred injured at that point. He 
had been out there with a youDg lady 
friend, and had gone after a buggy to drive 
her home. On his return to where she had 
been standing he found his companion 
seriously injured by the storm, which had 
suddenly come upon them . Other reports 
followed thick and fast, each being a little 
worse than what had preceded it. 
To the north and east of the city there 
are a great num ber of little lakes,' which 
are sought by m ultitudes every Sunday, 
and on the shores of these lakes many 
campers pass the hot m onths of sum mer. 
Lake Coleman is one of these, and the 
damage there is very heavy. 
Mrs. J. H . Schurm ier, wife of a prom i­ 
nent business m an of St. Paul, was killed 
and her little child seriously injured. 
George Miller, Teller of the First National 
B ank, was also killed. 
W hen the storm 
struck the little lake the boat-house was 
lifted up bodily and overturned in the 
water, and a boat loaded with persons was 
given sim ilar treatm ent. 
Other buildings 
were demolished or badly wrecked. 
Passing from the starting point the cy­ 
clone struck Lake Joanna, Lake Gervaise, 
Lake Yadnais and Little Canada, and 
passed on about four miles east of W hite 
Bear lake. 
The passengers on the St. Paul and D u­ 
luth train, which left W hite Bear at 4:55, 
were approaching Gladstone when they 
observed the cyclone forming, and watched 
its motion with an interest other than fear 
or excitement. 
It was not so with the engineer, however. 
H e saw the threatening aspect of the sky, 
and, with a startled look ahead to see if all 
was clear, pulled out the throttle and the 
engine leaped forward. 
His judgm ent and 
quick action undoubtedly saved the lives 
of the train load, for the twisting, terrify­ 
ing devastator crossed the track scarcely 
m ore than a m inute after the train passed. 
The help that had been called for from 
the stricken districts was at once sent to 
them , doctors and other assistance going as 
fast as they could be taken. The bodies of 
those mentioned were brought to the city 
this evening and turned over to friends. 
The place where the cyclone struck the 
ground and caused the loss of life was on 
the shore of Lake Gervaise, where J. H. 
Schurm ier, of this city, had a sum m er cot­ 
tage, and where Simon Good was also lo­ 
cated. The funnel-shaped clouds swept 
down on them and 
demolished 
their 
dwellings and a num ber of other buildings 
in the same neighborhood. 
The camp of Colonel Helleser, of this 
city, with a large party, was blown down, 
but the party all escapea injury. 
Tn the 
wreck of the 8churinier and Good houses, 
however, five were killed and ten injured. 
The killed are: Mrs. J. H. Schurmier, 
Charles 
Schurm ier, Rev. P. Haeiler, of 
Brennan, Tex ; George Miller, of the First 
N ational Bank of this city, and ‘‘Pete,’' 
Schrm ier'a driver, whose last name is not 
known. The bodies of Mrs. Scburrnier, 
her son aud Mr. Haefler have not been 
found. 
The injured are: J. H. Schurm ier, scalp 
wound; Charlie Gorl, seiious injury to Jhe 
scalp; Mrs. Phaefier, 
shoulder broken; 
Thom as Barnard, slightly injured; Mrs. 
George Miller, injuries to her head; Miss 
Carrie Matterie, injured on the head and 
shoulders; Clark Hausen, hip bruised; Roy 
Good, three scalp wounds and an injury to 
the spine. Mr. Geuter aud Miss Minnie 
Moss were also slightly injured. 
It is said that the cyclone was confined tó 
a district only three and a half miles long, 
and that the worst of the damage was done 
w ithin a lim it of half a mile. 
The most alarm ing news comes from the 
keeper of a boat-house at Lake K ohm en. 
T ne man says that he let out this aiternoon 
at least fifteen boats. None of these had less 
than two occupants, and some three or 
four. Since the fearful storm passed over 
the lake, no trace of the boats or the un­ 
fortunate passengers have been found. 
Still it cannot be positively stated that 
these people are lost. 
It will be impossible 
to find out as to that until to-morrow. 
Should it be proved that they have all 
gO D e down it would swell the reported loss 
of life at various poiuts to at least fifty. 
It is most difficult to obtain any definite 
news to-night, as the telephone and tele­ 
graphic comm unication 
is interrupted. 
Many people feel certain that the los8 of 
life will not exceed ten. 


ONE HUNDRED LIVES LOST. 
_ 
S t. P a u l, July 13th.—A report has just 
been received at this city that a cyclone 
struck the little town of Lake City, located 
on'L ake Pekin, about 70 miles below here, 
and that a large num ber of people were 
killed by tbe sinking of a stearm er. Tne 
steam er Sea Wing was coming up the lake 
at about 9 o'clock to-night, and when op­ 
posite the city the storm struck it fairly, 
and sent it to the Dottoru. There were on 
board some 150 people from 
Diamond 
Bluff and about fifty more on a barge 
which was in tow. The loss of life was 
over 100 at the lowest. 


FURTHER AND MORE APPALLING NEWS. 


M in n e a p o l is, July 13th.—The steamer 
Sea Wing left Red Wing, Minn., this after­ 
noon w ith 250 passengers ou board, bound 
for Lake City, where ihe State encam p­ 
m ent of tbe State m ilitia is in progress. 
At several email towns along the shore of 
Lake Pippin euough more people were 
taken on board to make about 350 when 
tbe boat rrached her destination. A barge 
was in tow which carried 100 of this num ­ 
ber. 
Late this afternoon the party re-em­ 
barked for home aud was in the middle of 
the lake, ofi Lake City, when a cyclone 
struck the little city. The boat became 
unmanageable at once. The barge was 
cut loose and after an hour drifted fo 
shore with about twenty people on board. 
The other 200 or more persons 
were 
drowned. 
It is impossible at this time to give the 
names, hut among the drowned arc some 
of the best known and most prom inent 
people of Red Wing aud vicinity. A num ­ 
ber of bodies have already washed ashore, 
and the citizens have formed a voluntary 
police service to patrol the shores and 
watch for tbe others. The search will con- 
Jinue through the night.

Ju ly 13th.—A passenger 
train thundered toward death on the Chi­ 
cago and N orthwestern through express 
north of this city yesterday over switches 
that were shut barely in tim e to keep th e 
train from destruction. Along the track 
the train • flew, while other trains were 
rushed into side tracks and out of danger by 
the frightened trainm en. On the floor of 
the locomotive lay engineer Steve H otel­ 
ing, a m an of massive build, powerless in 
the grasp of a maniac.

Inside a m an 
brandished 
a wrench 
which he had clutched from the engineer’s 
tool-box. Both of bis arm s were in the 
grasp of tbe almost despairing m an be­ 
neath him , but the men on the depot plat­ 
form at Clymar, one of the towns through 
which the train passed, could see that he 
had nearly freed him self, and in another 
mom ent, unless help came, a m urderous 
blow of the wrench would fall. The m a­ 
niac was engineer H oteling’s fireman, C. 
L. Hastings. 
Near W atertown he stepped from the cab 
to coal up. 
H e did not return, and engi­ 
neer H oteling reached back from his seat 
and pulled aside the cab curtain and 
looked out. 
As the curtain moved aside, Hastings 
bounded in from the tender. H e clutched 
the engineer about the ueck and threw him 
headlong to the swaying foot board. There 
the two struggled as the train dashed under 
a full head of steam. At one tim e the 
engineer all but dropped to the rails be­ 
neath. 
The engine, left w ithout fresh fuel, was 
slowly losing steam , but still rushed on at 
a rate that could mean nothing less than a 
fearful tragedy at tbe first switch left un­ 
turned. 
As the train swept past Clyman without 
stopping, the passengers aud train crew 
realized that som ething was wrong, and 
a party hurried forward. 
W rithing and 
struggling am ong the blocks of coal on the 
tender they saw the engineer aud maniac 
assailant. 
Hastings was overpowered and taken to 
the baggage car. 
A m om ent afterward he 
fainted. Consciousness did not return un­ 
til twelve hours later. The intensely hot 
weather, made more trying by the tem per­ 
ature of the cab, is given as the cause of bis 
insanity, and there are fears that he cannot 
recover.

H a lf a M illion D o lla rs W ortli o f P ro p erty 
D estro y e d b y F ire. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , July 13th.—One of the 
most destructive fires that has occurred in 
this city for several years broke out at four 
o’clock this m orning in the planing mill of 
H . T. Atkinson, on Tenth street and Sus­ 
quehanna avenue. The wind carried the 
flames across Tenth street to the East Side, 
and A tkinson’s lum ber yard also caught on 
fire. 
The extensive wall-paper m anu­ 
facturing establishm ent of Carey Bros., 
which is separated from A tkinson’s mill 
property by a narrow street, was next to 
go. 
Inside half an hour from tbe time the 
llames attacked Carey Bros.’ establishment, 
that magnificent building was a complete 
mass of ruins. The firemen scarcelv at­ 
tempted to check the flames in Carey Bros.’ 
building, as they realized that their efforts 
would be hopeless, but succeeded in saving 
the rows of sm all houses occupied mainly 
by the employes. 
W hen the walls fell, the bricks piled up 
against these houses snd frightened the oc­ 
cupants, who m ade their escape from the 
rear, and 
women and children, half­ 
dressed, ran through the streets terror- 
stricken. 
Meanwhile the planing m ill had been 
completely destroyed. The firemen suc­ 
ceeded in quenching the flames in the 
lum ber yard, after its contents were partly 
destroyed.

The losses of Atkinson will reach $80,­ 
000 and Carey Bros, fully half a million. 


LIM IT IN G D E B A T E . 


N ew R u le T h at W ill b e P resen ted to th e 
R ep u b lica n C au cu s. 
New Y ork, Ju ly 13 b.—A Tribune W ash­ 
ington special says: The Republican Cau­ 
cus Committee, charged with devising some 
means of lim iting the debate in the Sen­ 
ate, has practically finished its work, and 
it is understood that a rule abridging dis­ 
cussion after it has reached reasonable 
lim its is Biready in shape, to be presented 
to to-morrow’s caucus. 
The new rule will be somewhat shorter, 
but quite as comprehensive as the one 
suggested early in the session by Senator 
Chandler. 
It will provide that, at the reqnest, 
through its Chairman, of a committee hav­ 
ing charge of any bill, the presiding officer 
shall entertain a motion to be acted upon 
w ithout debate, to cl09e discussions on the 
bill itself or any am endm ent to it which 
may be pending. The Chair is also to be 
authorized to count as forming a quorum 
all Senators in the chamber who do not 
vote.
